Bo it enacted by the Queon’s most éxcel- 
lout Majesty; by and- with. the advice and 
consent of. the: Lords’ Spiritual and Tem- 
poral, ond Comnions,: in: this present.

able difticulty, their lives were‘spared anil 
the honour of their families preserved, and 
the-rebels became ‘ever aftur. his staunchest 
and most devoted adherents, ! 

Having thus pacified the country, Brooke 
bought a trading schooner at Singapore and 
loaded her with “such goods as would sel) 
among the natives. These he gave to Muda 
Hassim to enable him ‘to commence: work- 
ing the mines by bired labour, and be was 
to receive in éxchange such an amount of 
‘autimoty’as would repay his expenditure. 
This by the way was the- foundation of the 
epithet: * Trader” with which his enemies 
long loved to taunt him, Muda Aassim 
took the goods, but never paid. the anti- 
mony. Other vessels from Singaporo ar- 
rived, aud to thew the antimony. was sold, 
while to Brooke's remonatrances such an- 
awera were given as shewed him plaiuly 
that he was being’ fooled. At tha same 
tima the oppression of the Laud Dyaks, 
whose’ interests Brooke had-so much at 
heart, was again begun; and begun chiefly 
with the view of aunoying him and embroil- 
ing bim which the piratical Sea Dyaks.

Mr J. Ross Browue, cur new Mivistar to 
China, who leaves for bis post of duty by 
the steamer of Munuay, is well known’hy 
name and works to the literary world, Lis 
coutributiona to Harper's’ Magazine would 
fill agveral volumes, “Like must men pus 
seasing the faculty of humor, he is fond.of 
caricaturing “himself,” and he appears ina 
variety of. questionable ‘disguise in his owu™ 
sketches, «During “more than: thirty’ years 
of almost constant travel he has supported 
himaelf. aud family, and made his way in 
almost évery capavity within. the limits of 
homau industry. - His journeyinys by land 
aud-sva amount already to.more'than twelve 
tines around the world—no trifling achieve- 
ment when We consider'the various methods 
of travel whigh lie has adopted. Mr Browne 
is a native’ of Irdand.’ More than. a gene. 
ration ago his futher was the editor ‘of the 
Dublin Comet, the leading’ paper. of tha day 
in Ireland.” ‘Taking atrong ground. against 
the oppressive. acts of the English: Govern- 
ment, his paper was suppressed and he was’ 
thrown into prison: A Look-Wwritten by.

The elder Browne was finally reloxbed from 
imprisonment on condition vf leaving the 
country. . He came to Amarica in 183y, 
bringing @ith him his family, among whom 
was Jolin’ Ross, then a mere lad, ‘Ho struck 
for the Far Wost, settled in Indiana, ‘where 
he established himself as the owner of a 
saw-mill wnd proprietor ofa ferry ; subse- 
quently he removed to Louisville, Ken- 
tuoky, where he became editor of » news. 

aper, in connection. with’ whioh his ‘son's 
iterarg faculties received. their first definite 
impulse: : = 

Mr Browne commenced his: adventurous 
career by starting from Louisville; Kun. 
tucky, on foot, and making a tour of seve- 
ral months through the Western’ States. 
He. made several trading voyages down the 
Ohio and Mississippi rivers in the capacity 
of a coninon boatman. -At the age of eight- 
een he became police-reporter to-the'Lonis- 
ville Advertiser; then 2 student in the Col- 
lege of Medicine ; and subsequently a ste- 
nographic reporter in Congress. Ip 1842, 
having saved up fifteen dollars, he started 
for Europe, put up at the Astor House, and 
got rid of the lust remuant of his money in 
about two days. He then went down on 
South street, saw asign calling for whale- 
ten, and. shipped on a voyage to the In- 
dian'Ocvan. Browne was one of a Grew of: 
thirteen men, chiefly Portuguese, and-lived 
in the forecastle, subject to all: benefits of 
hard fare and harder Inbor. “During this 
memorable voyage he visited the Azorés, 
Capo do, Verde, and: Canary Ialands ; Ma-
